POLICE AT POWERS’ BAR 


“ CENTRAL "” MEN SAID TO BE PES- 
TERING THE CITY FATHER.

Affidavit Offered Before Judge Han 
im Saloon Injunction Case Charges 
Persecution of the Ninth Ward Rep- 
resentative and His Partner- cus 
tomers Annoyed by Vetlea Threats— 
Political Fight with the Admin 
tion Cited as a Cause, 


— — 


Charges that Mayor Harrison has used the 
police force to Wage war on Alderman John 
Powers and ex-Alderman “ Billy ” O’Brien, 
after he had fallen out, politically, with 
these Democratic chieftains, were made in 
Judge Hanecy’s court yesterday and not 
denied by the city’s representative, Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Sexton. Because 
Johnny Powers had broken down certain 
Harrison political fences on the West Side, it 
was asserted, the city executive had tried 
to put the Alderman out of business by 
flooding the Powers & O’Brien saloon at 170 
Madison street with bluecoats and plain 
clothes flycopa 

The policemen, from two to fifteen in num- 
ber, according to an affidavit filed with Judge 
Hanecy, have camped in the Aldermanic 
buffet and have quaffed drinks without 
money and without price whenever their 
thirst impelled them to seek the bar. But 
this is not all, the affidavit charged. Acting 
on orders from the Mayor’s office, it is said, 
they patrolled the doorway to the saloon, 
dropping hints of warning to intending cus- 
tomers that the place was liable to be 
pinched.” 

Injunction Fight Is On. 

These charges came out during renewed 
hostilities in the effort of the city’s Law de- 
partment to dissolve the injunction recently 
issued by Judge Hanecy, which stopped a 
„gambling raid on the Madison street sa- 
loon. The defense fired its first shot by pre- 
senting an affidavit signed by Alderman 
Powers and his partner, ex-Alderman 
O’Brien. Attorneys A. B. Jenksand Edward 
Maher outlined the foregoing charges. 

“The political difficulty between Mayor 
Harrison and Alderman Powers occurred 
more than a year ago,“ argued the latter. 
Since that time a crowd of policemen has 
‘held the fort’ at Powers & O'Brien's place. 
They have waited day and night to catch 
either Alderman Powers ex-Alderman 
O’Brien. Fromtwo to fifteen policemen have 
been hanging about this place continually, 
waiting fr some pretext on which they 
might ca arrests and make trouble.“ 

As char in the affidavit, the bartender 
was instr one day to quit serving drinks 
to a detective who had been going to the bar 
reguiarly and ordering anything without 
showing any money. This detective at once 
objected to Mr. O’Brien. 


War Grows More Intense. * 

*** So this means war to the end, does it?’ 
was the challenge he threw down. Then, 
it is alleged, the squads of policemen in- 
creased. They stood outside the doorway 
and threatened to arrest certain customers. 
They had books, and devoted mueh effort 
and display to writing down the names of 
those who visited the place. They would 
make their way to the bar, as the affidavit 
alleges, and talk of arresting those who 
were in the place. That game has been 
kept up for more than a year.“

A high class operation, the principal mover 
in which was the scion of a prominent and 
wealthy Kentucky family, was terminated 
by the arrest of Warren W. Stoner and Conk- 
lin Jones by detectives of the Pinkerton Na-. 
tional Detective Agency yesterday. The men 
might have raised many thousands of dollars 
during the week but for advance information 
received from the Kansas City agency of the 
detective bureau. 

Warren Stoner was the first to be arrested, 
being taken into custody at the Washington 
Park racetrack. A visit was then made by 
William A. Pinkerton to the apartments of 
the man at the Auditorium Annex, and a few 
minutes later Jones entered the trap prepared 
and was taken to the Central Station to join 
his alleged confederate. 

From Kansas City information was sent 
to Chicago last week that 100 blank bank 
drafts, drawn on the Third National Bank of 
New York by “ the Farmers’ National Bank 
of Topeka, had been engraved and were in 
the hands of men who had left the previous 
evening for Chicago. Descriptions of the 
men were sent and arrangements were made 
to apprehend them. | 


Caught at the Racetrack. 

Hotels and the racetracks were selected as 
the points most likely to be visited and clerks 
and bookmakers were warned to watch for 
drafts issued at Topeka. Before the second 
race yesterday a well-dressed man who had 
made several heavy wagers on the preceding 


A $100 bill and a draft for $1,000 were ten- 
dered the owner of the Virginia chub”.

Stoner Known as a High Roller. 

Stoner is well-known on the local race- 
tracks and throughout the country as a 
race horse follower and “high roller.” 
Several years azo, in a race at Hawthorne, 
he is said to havé cleared $20,000, and at a 
Columbus trotting meeting later, while con- 
ducting a pool, he secured several thousand 
dollars. | 

His family is said to be one of the best 
known in Kentucky, and on the death of his 
father, four years ago, he inherited $100,000. 
This was disposed of in less than two years, 
and he is said to have been living a pre- 
carious existence for many months. Stoner 
is 85 years old, good looking, and a plausible 
talker. His companion, Jones, is not so well 
known. 

Both the Farmers’ National Bank of 
Topeka and the name, Joseph Stephens,“ 
signed as cashier to the drafts, are sup- 
posed to be mythical, and no charge of 
forgery can be made.

THUGS STRANGLE WOMAN 
_ AND TAKE HER MONEY. 
Mrs. John Roach Attacked in Dark Hall 


by Two Men Who Choke Her Into 
Insensibility with a Strip of Cloth. 


Two men attacked Mrs. John Roach last 
night in the hallway of her flat at 157 North 
Center avenue, and after choking her into in- 
sensibility with a rope of cloth robbed her of 
a purse containing $5 and escaped.

| Mrs. George church, Whose Maiden 


Name Only Appears in First Reports, 

Takes Her Life Because of Domestic 

Trouble—Mrs. Anna Woycik, a Sis- 

ter, Identifies Clothing and Receipts 

Found on the Boat as the Property 
ef Her Relative. 


| A woman shirtwalst. white, with a small 
| black figure, and some receipts, proved yes- 


terday the much discredited story that a 
woman really did leap or fall from the steam- 
boat Virginia into the lake on Sunday while 
the boat was making its daily trip to Mu- 
waukee. Her name turned out to be Mrs. 
George Church, Before her marriage her 
name was Rosa Richter. She had separated 
from her husband, and from her desponden- 
cy and significant remarks concerning. her 
death it is believed she had planned to take 
her life. 

Mrs. Anna Woycik, a sister of the woman, 
called at the Goodrich docks in the shorning 
and identified the articles left in the seat 
on the main deck where Mrs. Church was

fied as her sister's. The handkerchiefs were 


marked with the name of a Chicago haber- 
dashery, and inquiry there brought forth a 
description of the purchaser which corre- 
sponded with Mrs. Church's appearance.. 


Talks with Mrs, Church. 


Mary Rick, 3781 Shields avenue, appeared 
at the office of the steamship company and 
stated that she had been sitting next to 
Mrs. Church on the deck before the latter 
disappeared. The woman had given her 
some cards engrayed with the name Rosa 
Richter,“ and they had conversed on ordi- 
nary topics for some time. At length Mrs. 


Church x and strolled down the deck, 
leaving her bundles apparently in charge of 
Miss Rick, as if she were soon to return. 


That was the last seen of her. 

No one saw the woman jump overboard, 
but several passengers asserted they saw 
her afterwards in the water, and they urged 
the Captain to put back and search for the 
body. The Captain doubted the truth of the 
rumor and did not put out a boat. 

Mrs. Church had been in partnership with 
her husband in a bakery business on the 
West Side. A few months ago the couple 
quarreled and a separation followed. Mrs.

Sister of the Suicide Talks. 


„My sister’s death is due to her long brood- 
ing over sad events in her life,” said Mrs. 


Woycik last night at her home, 410 Cornell 


street. “She was separated from her hus- 


band because of money matters. For a long | 


time now she has worked in a cigar factory, 
Hansen's, at 351 Milwaukee avenue, where 
the girls are not allowed to talk during work- 
ing hours. That is all right for men, but for 
women—especially if they have had trouble— 
tt is a hardship. Not to talk, to joke, or 
laugh makes them have to think all the time. 
I work in the same place and I have seen 
Rose every day sitting thinking about the 
same thing, about her husband. She thinks 
and thinks, and something in her head gets 
worse and worse.

The Legislature 
chosen this year will be charged with the 
duty of electing a United States, Senator 
and redistricting the State for representation 
in Congress. 

We now have two Republican Senators 
and seventeen Republican members in the 
House of Representatives. Ifthe next Legis- 
lature should be Democratic we will have but 
one Senator and not more than twelve Re- 
publican Congressmen, and probably not 
more than ten—the number we were allowed 
the last time a Democratic Legislature 
gerrymandered the State—and this reduced 
representation in the National House of 
Representatives would be fastened upon us 
not simply for the next Congress but for 
the next ten years, making a net loss to us 
of not less than twenty-five votes in Congress 
for the next decade. 

“Tt is this fact that gives the campaign 
upon which we are entering its national 
character, and thrusts upon us, whether we 
would have it so or not, the discussion and 
consideration of national policies and na- 
tional questions; and it is for this reason 
that every vote cast in our State next No- 
vember will be a vote for or against the ad- 
ministration of William McKinley, just as 
certainly and emphatically as though he 
were again our candidate this year as hs 
was last; for we must, of necessity, by the

We have added new luster to our arms 
and new ‘glory to our flag, but an applica- 
tion of Democratic policies would tarnish 
the one and dim the other. 

“We have expanded our limits, advanced 
our jurisdiction, and assumed new respon- 
sibilities, but Democratic ascendancy at this 
time would mean abandonment, retreat, and 
national humiliation. 

„This is not imagination, but serious fact.

When he had regained his composure Gen- 
eral Cailles walked to the headquarters of 
General Sumner and tendered his sword in 
token of his surrender. General Sumner re- 
turned the insurgent’s sword, an act of gal- 
lantry to a former foe that brought cheers 
from the surrendered men as well as from 
the Americans who witnessed it. 

General Sumner also handed back the revo- 
lutiontsts' flag, which Cailles will personally 
present to General MacArthur: General Sum- 
ner congratulated Cailles om his surrender, 
and the latter responded that it was a happy 
day for Laguna Province. 

After General Cailles and his staff had been 
formally introduced to the American officers 


and the Filipino native funetionaries they 


accompanied General Sumner to the plaga, 
where the oath of allegiance to the United 
States was administered by Chaplain Hart 
to the entire insurgent force and the mu- 
néicipal offictals, the ceremony concluding 
with the playing of the national anthem *

American Deserter 
After all the insurgents had taken the 
oath of allegiance one of their number was 
recognized and identified as Private Frank 
Meekin of the Thirty-seventh Volunteers, 
who deserted some time ago and joined the 
insurgent force under General Cailles. He 


had surrendered with Cailles’ command, hop- 
ing to escape recognition. 


He is now con- 
fined in the guardhouse in irons. He will 
be tried at Manila, althoughvhis regiment has 
been mustered out. 

With the exception of Meekin the te 
Filipino force was liberated. Many of them 
are mere boys, but they are fine physical 


types. 
The surrender was unmistakably sincere, 


but it was also sad, although it had been 


intended to make it a grand festival. Cailles 
holds the universal respect of the natives 
and the Americans in Santa Cruz and the 
town is celebrating the reunion of the men 
with their families. The insurgents are on 
the friendliest terms with the Americans, 
and both participated in the drinking and 
the dancing.

YACHT COLLEEN IS FOUND. 


Dr. Baum’s Knockabout Turns Up at 
South Chicago Ship Yards—Illi- 
nois in Dry Dock. 


Colleen, the twenty-one-foot . knockabout 
purchased by Dr. Baum of this city, the 
whereabouts of which have been uncertain 
for the last few days, has turned up at the 
South Chicago ship yard. It was brought 
frem Long Island Sound and is thirty-eight 
feet over all and twenty-one feet water line.

Siler says he has 
known Marcher about fourteen years and 
has always found him to be honest and a 
man of his word, and on that reputation per- 
mitted him to use his name. Siler was aston- 
ished: when he heard Marcher had not made 
good, and said he could not understand.

PITTSBURG PHIL HAS A GOOD DAY 
AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 


His Jockey Is Put Up on Kamara in 
the Place of Odom, the Regular 
Mackay Stable Boy, and She Leads 
All the Way—The Regent Disquali-

New Tork, June 24.—[Spectal.]— Pitts- 
burg Phil” and his jockey, Shaw, stood out 
conspicuously in the racing and results at

Odom is the Mackay stable jockey, and when 
Shaw's name went up as the rider of the 
Mackay filly there at once was an outbreak of 
questions as to why Odom had been kept 
down. The matter was never explained, but 
Shaw rode Kamara, taking her out to the

Burns, 
who rode Decanter, the favorite in the bet- 
ting, at once went into the stand with a 
claim of foul, alleging that on the last turn 
The Regent had crossed and jostled De- 
canter. After all the riders had been ques- 
tioned the stewards acted on the complaint 
and disqualified The Regent, placing De- 
canter second and First Whip third.

down to Seattle. 

Curlously enough, prospecting cannot be 
done in the Klondike during the winter, but 
mining cannot be done much in the summer. 
During the long, cold night the miners build 
fires in the bottoms of pits and tunnels. As 
the ground thaws they dig it up and deposit 
the rich dirt in mounds outside. As every- 
thing is frozen they cannot wash out the gold 
until spring. 


One Man’s Good Fortune. 

Many big fortunes have been made by 
lucky tenderfeet. One of these is T. S. Lippy, 
formerly athletic instructor of the Seattle 
T. M. C. A. He and his wife were almost 
starving in Circle City, Alaska, when the 
Klondike — was made. In the stampede 
that follo ppy and his seemingly frail 
wife held th own. They located on ad- 
joining claims on Eldorado Creek and struck 
the pay streak almost at once. Next year 
Lippy went out with seven mules loaded 
with gold. Already he has taken out more 
than a million dollars. This spring clean up 
he has eleven sluice boxes at work and is 
taking an average of $6,000 weekly from 
each one. He has invested his money in 
Seattle and has given the city a hospital. 
He has also established a free hospital for 
miners at Dawson.

HUSBAND is ACCUSED OF CRIME.

Young Man from San Francisco Falls 
Into Hands of Police Through Activ- 
ity of Pinkerton Deteectives—Bank of

to $500—Former Confidential Clerk 
te Broker. 


Walter Saling, son of a San Francisco 


merchant, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
by Detective Sergeant Edward Flaherty of 
the Central Station and Assistant Superin- 
tendent Andrew Irie of the Pinkerton Na- 
tional Detective agency at the Hotel Somer- 
set, Twelfth street and Wabash avenue, on 
a charge of forgery preferred against him by 
the Bank of California. When arrested the 
young man had several checks, ranging in 
amounts from $20 to $820, which he acknowl- 
edged were worthless. 

Saling is 20 years old, and until the latter 
part of March was assistant bookkeeper and 
confidential clerk of W. M. Du Val, a San 
Francisco stock broker. Through the con- 
fidence reposed in him by Mr. Du Val he was 
able to secure several checks, signed by the 
head of the firm, which he took with him 
when he left the employ of the firm last April 
and came east. ; 

Before Saling left the coast, however, ac- 
cording to his own story, he drew a check 
in his own favor for $5 for salary due. With- 
out interlining the space behind the amount 
of the check he left the sum line blank when 
he presented the check to Mr. Du Val for 
indorsement. Mr. Du Val, he says did not 
notice the error, and signed the check for 
$5 on the Bank of California. At his leisure 
Sailing inserted the word hundred after 
the written in five.” 

Shortly after his arrival in this city Galing 
met Virgil Pendleton, a former associate on 
the coast. He began to lay plans for cashing 
the raised check, and finally got Pendleton to 
introduce him to one of the clerks in the 
Oakland National Bank in this city, where 
he deposited the raised check for collection. 

The plan worked well, and the money was 
paid over by the coast institution. Before 
it reached Chicago, however, Saling found 
himself with only a few cents in his pocket. 
With Pendleton he started to beat his way 
east on freight trains. All went well with 
the pair until they fell In with a third man 
at Norwalk, O. The third man, whom Saling 
said he did not know by name, robbed a gum 
slot machine in the streets of the Ohio town 
and the trio were arrested and thrown into 
jail in default of fines to the extent of $90. 

Saling wrote to Chicago and the bank here 


sent him a certificate of deposit for §500, } 


the ‘California bank having honored the 
check. When the money arrived Saling 
paid the fines, and with Pendleton returned 
to Chicago. He was located at the Somerset 
Hotel by the Pinkerton agency and arrested. 
Pendleton convinced the police he knew 
nothing of the wrong-doing and was re- 
leased.

Representatives of the manufacturers of 
bar and store fixtures yesterday submitted a 
proposition to advance wages 5 per cent toa 
committee from the Woodworkers’ union, 
which is demanding a scale 25 cents a day 
higher than that which will expire July 1. 
Should the woodworkers vote next Sunday 
afternoon te refuse the offer of their em- 
ployers a strike will be ordered on July 1. 
The employers will meet again next Monday 
to recefve the answer of their men. : 

Thé conference was held at the Great 
Northern Hotel in the afternoon. The wood- 
wookers voted recently to refuse to accept 
the offer of the employers to give the machine 
hands and cabinetmakers 5 per cent increase 
over the $2 a day they receive under the old 
scale. Yesterday the employers offered to in- 
clude the finishers in the 5 per cent increase 
over the §1.80 they now receive, and requested 
the committee to submit this proposition to 


Milwaukee Wages Below Scale. 

“* We want to hear what they have to say on 
a general advance of 5 per cent in the scale, 
sald B. E. Bensinger, manager of the Bruns- 
wick-Balke-Colliender company. In Mil- 
waukee the woodworkers are not paid the 
same scale as here, and the result is the Mil- 
wuukee manufacturers are able to sell their 
goods lower than the Chicago men.

The lamps will be sixteen candle power 
instead of the present fourteen candle pow- 
er and there will be 6,000 more lights in 
service. 

Many city lights have been cut off in res- 
idence districts. Mr. Ellicott explains that 
lack of funds has caused this. On Jan. 1 he 
estimated that $615,000 would be needed to 
maintain the entire number of lights this 
year, but he got only 6400, 000, and 19,777 of 
the 26,000 lampposts are now in service. 

In the southwestern part of the city it is 
charged that lack of light is due chiefly to 
the lamplighters putting as many lamps as 
possible out of service. Thus they avoid the 
work of lighting them.

The board is particular to point out that 
the battle medal is not conferred for serv- 
ice in any one engagement, but is intended 
for the men who participated in any or all 
of the battles fought in the West Indian wa- 
ters... Admiral Sampson’s head is placed upon 
the medal, because, as explained by the 
board, he was commander-in-chief. of the 
West Indian fleet, and the me rs fol- 
lowed .the policy laid down when Admiral 
Dewey’s head was put on the Manila medal. 

The battle medal will not be known as the 
Santiago medal, for upon the reverse will 
be found the name of the decisive battle in 
whieh the recipient participated. If a hero 
took part in mere than one battle the engage- 
ment will be represented by separate bars 
attached to the suspending ribbon, the lat- 
ter being red, white, and blue. One bar will 
be shown for each battle. In the event of an 
officer .participating in all the battles, as 
was the case of Wainright, the bars will be 
as conspicuous as the medal itself. 

On the obverse appears Admiral Sampson’s 
portrait in profile, taken from a portrait 
made just before the Spanish war. On the 
face of the medal is inscribed “ United States 
Naval Campaign in the West Indies, 1898— 
William Thomas Sampson, Commander-in-

It 
portrays a spirited 
scene on the deck of 
an American warship 

in full action. To the left. stripped to the 
waist, shading his eyes with his hand and 
bending his shoulder to direct a rapid-fire 
gun, is the figure of a typical American blue- 
jacket. In the foreground stands a young 
officer with extended arms, indicating to the 
jack tar the mark to be struck. 

To the right is a marine in his shirt sleeves, 
with his belt, heavy with cartridges, and his 
rifle in hand, waiting for his turn at the gun. 
Over the bulwarks and ‘in the distance is the 
outline ot a warship in action. This is con- 
ventionalized, so that it — be anything 
from a battleship toa torpedo boat. 

In adopting this feature of the design the 
board has undoubtedly avoided some heart- 
aches and jealousſes among the officers of 
the fleet. Surrounding the picture, on the 
rim of the medal, is a handsome laurel 
wreath. The inscriptions on these medals 
will read: Santiago,” Zan Juan,“ the 
name of the place at which the battle was 
fought in which the recipient participated.

COMMENCEMENT. PROGRAM AT 
‘NEW HAVEN IN FULL SWING. 


Academic Department Holds Its Exer- 
cises and the Law Department Hears 
Address by Judge Marcus F. Knowl- 
Maurice Mason of Chicago Is 
One of the Historians—Illinois Boys 
Numerous and Finish with Credit 
to the State. 


New Haven, Conn., June 24.— [Special. 
Yale’s commtncement program was in full 
swing today, the seniors of the Academic 
department holding their class day exercises 
and the Law department of the university 
their commencement exercises. The orator 
of the day at the Law School commencement 
was Judge Marcus P. Knowlton of the Mas- 
sachusetts Supreme Court. His subject was 
Legislation and Judicial Decisions in Their 
Relation to Each Other and to the Law.“ 

Judge Knowlton said: Our ancestors 
who framed our constitutions first made the 
division of civil government into three de- 
partments, a foundation on which to build 
an enduring system. This method secured 
to each department independence of the 
others in its separate work in its own field. 

„ Legislators should be astute to discover 
defects in governmental machinery and to 
supply the requisites for perfect work. They 
constitute the constructive force in govern- 
ment, as distinguished from the managing 
and regulating forces. They need to exercise 
a wise conservatism. The danger of too much 
legislation is ever present. A sparsely settled 
state inhabited mostly by agriculturists 
needs but few laws. A densely populated 
manufacturing and commercial country 
needs many more.“

British Steamer from Hongkong Re- 
ports Six Deaths from the Bubonic 


Pest During Voyage.

“LEVEE” LOSES IPS LIFE 


ORDERS OF POLICE PUT DAMPER 
ON THE DISTRICT. 


South Clark Street and Custom-House 
Place Undergo a Quick Reformation 
~O’Nelill’s Command That Back 
Doors of Saloons Be Closed Is Obeyed 
—Ike Rosen’s “Joint” Silent as a 

Tomb—‘ Whisky Row” Continues 
Its Strenuous Mood. 


Had any one who knew the levee in the 
days of its glory gone down Custom-House 
place or, South Clark street last night he 
would have had difficulty in recognizing it. 
The same old signs were out before the doors, 
the same gaudy curtains marked the saloons, 
but the crowd was lacking, the music was 
stilled. Ike Rosen's place, for years of un- 
savory memory, was tight as a drum. The 
levee had become as respectable as its situa- 
tion would allow. 

The fear that the sudden revocation of. 
Rosen’s and Tuckhorn’s licenses has created 
has had a salutary effect. ‘ 

It ain't that we're afraid,“ said one of the 
„ barkeeps,’’ but we don’t like to run up 
against a brick wall. It hurts us, and not 
the wall. See?” 

Rosen’s license was taken yesterday morn- 
ing, and the Harrison street police were told 
of the fact at roll call last evening. It was 
taken away from him once before because of 
a robbery there, but the plea that the police 
had wrongly accused him induced the Mayor 
to grant its renewal. 


Rosen’s “ Pull ” Fails to Save. 
Shortly afterwards a cutting affair took 


place in his saloon and Rosen tried to hide 


the facts. This resulted in another recom- 
mendation that the license be revoked, and 
yesterday the Mayor ordered it taken away, 


after listening to all that Rosen had to say 


in his own behalf. The position of Rosen, his 
pull,“ politically and financially, made his 
fall a signal for a general stampede. Rosen 
is a man of prominence in the First Ward. 
Last year at election time there were thirty- 
four alleged voters registered from the two- 
story shack he has made his haunt, but yes- 
terday not even Rosen himself gave the place 
the honor of his presence.

The Maison Bore,’’ another saloon of 
wild repute, was closed. Its bar was being 
turn to pieces, and its proprietor has decided 
to go out of business and keep a “ parlor 
house. At 156 the back of the saloon is be- 
ing built up and completely isolated from the 
house it belongs to. The Montreal,” The 
Waldorf, The Belmont,“ and The Dell 
were running quietly. Few had patrons, yet 
all entrances to the joints behind them were 
through long passageways from the street. 
The street was dull, blamed dull,“ as Joe 
West of 146 remarked when asked what was 
the trouble. 

South Clark street below Polk, the district 
which caused complaint from the brothers 
of St. Peter's Church, was still. The rumbling 
of cars, the yells of drivers, and singing of 
children took the place of the ragtime music 
and the clink of glasses. Joe Canan’s bar- 
keeper was in front of his saloon, and when 
asked what was the matter muttered, ‘“‘Noth-

The foregoing is the record of grade cross-, 
ing fatalities last year in the four months 
now approaching. Conditions now are the 
same practically as then. As casualties of 
this nature maintain the same general avér- 
age from year to yéar, conditions being un- 
changed, this is also a forecast of what will 
be sacrificed to the grade crossing in the 
next four months. 

ot these ninety-one accidents--twenty- 
eight fatal in four months—the Chicago, M- 
waukee, and St. Paul railroad was accounta- 
ble for eight—five killed and th njured, 
This road yesterday made one of the few 
changes which will tend to diminish the list 
of deaths on grade crossings. The “ feeder 
system,“ which has been operated from 
Sheridan Park to Evanston in connection 
with the Nerthwestern Elevated road, was 
discontinued. 

In doing this the company had two motives, 
One was to eliminate a cause of accidents, 
The other was to-force the City Council of 
Chicago and the Council of Evanston to pass 
ordinances allowing the elevated road to 
lease the tracks of the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and St. Paul from Wilson avenue to Evans, 
ton and run through trains from the U 
loop to that town. Stopping of the f 
service” will diminish grade crossing acci+- 
dents for the reason that Wilson avenue was 
made especially dangerous by the switching 

Cuts off North Shore Service. 

Following accident to Miss Neille 
Cowles there it week, the Sheridan Park 
Improvement association prepared to renew 
the fight which had been made last year on 
the grade crossings of the Evanston line, 
The company met it by taking off the trains. 
The only service now given is that from 
Evanston through to the union station. While 
the “feeder system was working trains 
were switching at Wilson avenue every ten 
minutes in the rush hours and every twenty 
minutes during the rest of the day. 

Residents of the north shore suburbs who 
reHed on this service in connection with the 
elevated road now find themselves deprived. 
of their most convenient way of reaching 
the city. The railroad. company hopes to 
use the discontent which will follow as @ 
lever to secure the passage of ordinances 
through the Council. 

With this exception conditions in the city 
are much the same as they were last sum- 
mer, when the record of casualties at grade 
crossings reached ninety-one in four months, 
Work is now progressing on the elevation 
of tracks ordered by the Council, and work 
will be begun next year under ordinances 
passed this year by the Council. Some of the 
most dangerous crossings in the city still 
remain. 


Disagreement Delays Work. 

Because of a dis&greement between the 
Illinois Central and the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern railroad companies as to 
which shall be required to cross above the 
other at Grand Crossing, that grade cross- 
ing, which added heavily to the Nst of vic- 
tims, will remain unattended to. The ordi- 
nance providing for the elevation of tracks 
there probably will not be presented to the 


Council until next fall, and the work cannot 


be completed by the companies for a couple 
of years. 
The crossing at Polk street is covered 
ordinances now passed, but nothing can be 
summer. There is little to de- 
crease the number of grade crossing fatali- 
ties, and it is expected that the record ot 


last year will be paralleled this summer.

THERE I8 A MIDDLE PATH. 

Senator Burrows said recently that “if 
“the Dingley rates were removed from the 
products of the steel trust that concern, 
“ gigantic as it is, would sooner or later go 
“to the wall, because it could not survive 
“against the competition of the world,” 
The first thing it would be forced to do, said 
the Senator, would be to cut the wages of 
all employés,” and it would have to do this, 
not once, but many times, with consequent 
labor strikes and disturbances, | 

The Senator may not be so well informed 
of the ability of the steel trust to withstand 
competition without protective duties as are 
some of the men prominent in that concern. 
They have said that there are some of its 
products where labor is an unimportant ele- 
ment of cost, which need no protection 
whatever, but that there are other products 
which do need it. Whether duties lower 
than. those imposed now will not answer 
the purpose these steel and iron men have 
not stated. | 

One would conclude from Senator Bur- 
rows’ remarks that he sees no middle path 
between letting the iron and steel schedule 
of the Dingley law remain unaltered and 
repealing it altogether. There is such a 
middle path. The men interested in the 
metal industries admit as much. Then 
why not follow that path? It is the lower- 
ing of unnecessarily high duties. In the 
past iron and steel duties have not been 
looked on by the Republican party as a 
finality. It has lowered them from time to 
time. Some of those now in force are lower 

than the duties of the law of 1890. 

There were industrial changes between 
1890 and 1897 which made a lowering of 
some duties manifestly safe. There have 
been changes since 1897 which make fur- 
ther reductions not only safe but expedient. 
The retention of a duty higher than is neces- 
sary to fulfill what Senator Burrows calls 
| “the elemental principle of American pro- 
tection, which is the protection of American 
labor and the guaranteeing to it of steady 
employment,” is both an economic and a 
political mistake. | 

Some manufacturers who have more pro- 
tection than it is desirable they should have 
are insisting that there shall be no tam- 
pering with the Dingley law,” as if it were 
the embodiment of tariff wisdom for all 
time to come. There are Congressmen who 
appear to agree with these manufacturers, 
or who know and dread the difficulties 
which always arise when an effort is made 
to revise and amend a tariff law. Never- 
theless, it will not be an easy matter to put 
this question on one side when Congress 
meets, There is no longer that unanimity 
among manufacturers which used to exist, 
and which made the lowering of high duties 
on any product so hard a task, |

Miss Susan B. Anthony appears to be 
stirred up to a needless degree over the re- 
cent action of Armour Institute in abolish- 
ing its courses for women and of North- 
western University in suggesting that the 
number of its women students be restricted. 
These things scarcely warrant her conciu- 


sion that an attempt is being made in Obi- 


cago to belittle the ability of women along 
educational lines. In neither institution 
have the authorities raised any question as 
to the ability of the feminine students, nor is 
there any sign of the “bitter enmity to 
coeds of which Miss Anthony is said to 
complain. 

The exclusion of women from Armour In- 
stitute is understood to be the result solely 
ot a determination to concentrate the forces 
of the school upon certain important 
branches in which women thus far have 
shown no interest, such as electrical and 
mechanical engineering. The Armour au- 
thorities have not implied, as Miss Anthony 
thinks they have, that “ there are technica! 
subjects too deep for girls to handle.” Un- 
dotibtedly many bright girls could pass with 
honor in such courses, but thus far they have 
shown neither the taste nor the aptitude for 
such work, nor is it clear that they would be 
fitted physically to pursue the profession of

WHY GAMBLING I8 WRONG. 
Despite the Mayor's assurance to the 
contrary, the bookmakers were openly busy 
at the Derby. ‘The betting, however, which 
characterizes this annual event—and, in- 
deed, all races—is only a further evidence of 
human propensities whose assertiveness is 
evidenced in a thousand other ways, and 
whose existence is confined neither to citi- 
gen, savage, nor particularepoch. Are these 
propensities virtuous or vicious? Is bet- 
ting essentially wrong, and if so on what 
ground? 

The final and prevailing charge against 
betting is apt to be that it results in one 
person’s getting something for nothing. 
That this answer is usually accepted as 
sufficient, however, is due to our commer- 
cialized view of human relations—our no- 
tion that every transfer of resources must 
be on a basis of quid pro quo.“ For in real 
fact both our higher social institutions and 
our religious doctrines exemplify and enjoin 
precisely the opposite idea. The child 
throughout babyhood.and education is con- 
tinuously receiving something for nothing. 
The most applauded gifts in every grade of 
society transcend the quid pro quo idea. It 
is the basic doctrine of current religion that 
its priceless benefits are to be had witho 
money and without price.” 

The case against gambling, to be success- 
ful, must be rested ultimately upon the 
broad theory that the possession of wealth 
imposes the duty of administering it in a 
rational manner—and hence forbids its 


being voluntarily hazarded upon an issue of: 


chance. In a simple wager the stake goes 
to one party or the other, irrespective of any 
ground or reason. Its destiny, and hence its 
subsequent disposition in society, are de- 
termined by mere chance. Such treatment 
of wealth—of the products of human labor 
—is irrational and hence in the literal sense 
inhuman, 

A story is told of a man who, years ago, 
was coming north on a Mississippi River 
boat with a young female slave, who had 
reason to believe that he was about to set 
her free. One night, while gambling, he 
staked this slave, lost—and she leaped over- 
board to her death. The event dramatized 
the essence of gambling. The life and for- 
tunes of this slave were left to chance—toa 
throw of the dice—instead of being directed 
by intelligence and judgment. 

No person responsible for another person, 
or for human life coined into commodities 
or dollars, has a right to commit the destiny 
of either to a throw of chance. It is be- 
cause gambling pure and simple violates 
this principle that it is wrong. And in 80 
far as any wagers or “ gambling transac- 
tions "—although they may also involve the 


| exercise of discretion and judgment—pur- |. 


posely rest upon chance, or upon uncertain- 
ty which to the parties is equivalent to 
chance, they violate that duty of responsi- 
ble “ stewardship” over wealth by its pos- 


“gessors which society has a right to insist 


upon, and whose voluntary recognition it is 
to be hoped is spreading in society.

ance for what scientific gentlemen call 
the personal error of the observer. There- 
fore, when a recent visitor to Boston says 
its schoolhouses are the dirtiest he has ever 
seen it may be that he has seen so few that 
his opinion is of no value, When another 
visitor says that the Boston Museum of 
Fine Arts is the nastiest art gallery in the 
world it may be that he is one of the un- 
happy persons to whom objects are nasty 
which are beautiful to the majority. 

But when the critics are residents instead 
of visitors, then their criticisms are pre- 
sumably correct. It is not an agreeable 
task to expose domestic shortcomings, and 
only a high sense of duty will drive a mem- 
ber of the family to doit. As it is a Boston 
paper which angrily denounces a bad 
“ social custom ” which exists in that city, 
there must be such a custom, The Boston 
Journal says: 

What kind of a social custom is this of new and 
ugly growth that tolerates the dropping of young 
girls, in ball costume and unprotected, at 2 or 3 
o'clock in the morning, into the coarse company of 
a night car and the perilous solitude of suburban 
streets and roads? What stamp of dull indifference 
is upon the fathers and mothers who sleep while 
their daughters are abroad in such surroundings? 
Who are those unspeakable cads, passing for young 
gentlemen, who will take a respectable girl from 
her home, spend the night with her in .lawful 
pleasures, and then, to save himself a half-hour’s 
ride in a car, will bundle her back without com- 
panionship or protection? Their fathers would have 
walked till they dropped in the ditch rather than so 
„ disgrace themselves and insult the girls of their 
choice. 

These are, indeed, painful revelations. 
They shake the inherited faith in Boston 
“culture.” The young man of Boston not 
only allows the young woman to go home 
alone but also fails, no doubt, to hand the 
conductor the money for her fare. Econo- 
my is a virtue in its place, but this Bostonian 
economy in time and money, while it may 
meet with the approval of that distinguished 
economist, Mr. Russell Sage, will not be 
sympathized with by the young men of Chi- 
cago. They not only take their ball part- 
ners home, though it may be miles out of 
their way, but they often stand so long con- 
versing on the doorstep as to miss the last 
car. 

A city may thrive in spite of dirty school- 
houses. Dirt and intellect may dwell to- 
gether. The surroundings of Shakspeare 
were not so clean as modern notions de- 
mand. But a city whose young men are 
impolite, not to say boorish, is doomed to 
inevitable though perhaps slow decay. It 
may be, of course, that the young women of 
Boston are not so good looking as those of 
some other cities. They may be more 
angular than the stone ladies in the art 
museum. It is pleasanter to go home with 
a handsome than with a homely girl, but 
courtesy cannot discriminate. The ugly 
and the pretty should be treated alike. 

There are doubtless many things in Bos- 
ton which need reformings Josiah Fiynt 
thinks so.

BOERS AND BRITONS AS FIGHTERS. 

Captain Reichmann and Captain Slocum, 
the military attachés sent by. the United 
States government to observe the operations 
on the Boer and the British sides respective- 
ly, have both made official reports which 
carry more weight than the views of news- 
paper correspondents. Captain Reichmann 
praises the Boers as men, but criticises them 
adversely in many respects as soldiers. He 
says the foreigners in the Boer army, though 
comparatively few, were the aggressive ele- 
ment in it. He intimates, however, that 
defeat was inevitable in any case because 
of the overwhelming superiority of the Brit- 
ish in men, money, and warlike materials. 

Lack of discipline was the greatest source 
of military weakness on the part of the 
burghers. Captain Reichmann says that 
“the degree to which inferior officers cur- 
The 
higher positions were monopolized by a 
few families of political leaders. When a 
proposed movement did not suit a private or 
a subordinate officer he simply did not move. 
Many a well-planned affair was ruined by 
this lack of discipline. The defect in organ- 
ization was of the same nature as that seen 
among the American troops at the begin- 
ning of the revolutionary war, and, to a 
smaller degree, among the volunteers at the 
beginning of the civil war. It was the 
natural result of a life of freedom in which 
men had had no opportunity to learn the im- 
portance of obeying orders. l 

During a stay of seven months Captain 
Reichmann saw no drunkenness and heard 
no profanity in the Boer camps—a record 
hardly to be duplicated in any American 
camp during war or peace. The burghers 
read their Bibles and hymn books after the 
day’s fighting or marching, and their re- 
ligious sentiment controlled them at all 
times. They were horrified at the slaughter 
of the enemy almost as much as they were 
grieved by their own losses. They never 
failed to treat British wounded or prisoners 
humanely. The military attaché remarks 
that if there was any violation of the rules 
of war it was not confined to one side. 

On the British side Captain Slocum found 
the most perfect discipline, coupled with a 
staying power which the Boers lacked and 
with courage which he criticises as reckless. 
He speaks especially of the reluctance of the 
British soldiers to intrench themselves and 
the neglect of the officers to enforce this 
vital precaution. The Boers owe many of 
their successes to the fact that they in- 
trenched themselves at every opportunity, 
rendering themselves invisible, while the 
British owe many of their defeats to the 
fact that they fought in the open or behind 
a little parapet of stones which merely 
served as a target and was a source of death 
in itself. They rarely would dig a trench. 
Captain Slocum says the universal disre- 
gard of ordinary precautions was astonish- 
ing. Our own armies betrayed this fault at 
the beginning of the civil war, but they soon 
learned the value of intrenchments. The 
British in south Africa do not seem to hare 
learned it in nearly two years gt fighting.

Perhaps she will succeed this time 
in rearing am interesting family, but there 
is an old white cat with three kittens under 
the hay mow stairs, who spends hours stand- 
ing motionless, all but the tip of her tall, 
in the tall orchard grass and who thinks that 
a dinner of young robins would do her own 
children much good. . 

There is a little yellaw warbler who built 
down in the pasture wood lot and who had 
equally hard luck in a different and really 
peculiar way. 

The yellow warbler’s nest was in itself an 
exquisite thing. It was built near the top 
of some thick bushes, about five feet from the 
ground. It was lined with soft, silky gray

mosses and threads of vegetable tissue and it 
looked like the inside of a spun silver cup. 
It was built so artfully that leaves and 
branches hid it on all sides, and it took hard 
work and good luck to find it even after one 
knew it was there. It was found the day 
it had been completed, when the mother 
bird was just ready to begin laying her eggs. 
But there was another bird out that day, 
sneaking through the bushes like a pick- 
pocket, looking for a chance to leave one of 
its eggs in a newly built nest. The sneak 
was a cowbird, which never builds a nest 
of its own and dismisses. the whole subject 
of maternal responsibility from its mind 
when it has left an egg in some other bird’s 
nest. One of these big brown and black cow- 
birds found the yellow warbler’s dainty little 
nest and laid one of tts big spotted eggs 
there. Then it flew back to the pasture again 
and got down on the ground among the 
cattle, with others of its sneaking kind, 
Sometimes when a-yellow warbler finds a 
cowbird’s egg in its nest it will bulld a false 


nest above it on the second floor. But this 
poor warbler got no such opportunity. This 
has been a cold, late spring, and the war- 
blers and other sfmilar birds have been slow 
in building. Also there were many cowbirds 
about, looking for a chance to saddle off the 
hatching and rearing of their young on their 
betters, and before the yellow warbler mother 
could get a chance to lay one of her own eggs 
in the nest she had built it was actually 
filled almost to overflowing. with four big 
cowbird eggs. This is believed to be the 
record in the way of cowbird greediness. 
Often two cowbird eggs are found in the 
same nest, but rarely if ever before have 
four been found. 

The greed of the cowbird in thus completely 
occupying the warbicr’s nest brought its 
own punishment with it. The warbler, dis- 
gusted, abandoned the nest completely. A 
day or two later something—boy or beast— 
had discovered the deserted nest and stolen 
all four of the eggs. 

It the yellow warbler builds another nest 
and succeeds in raising its brood where the 
cowbirds cannot find it the first catastrophe 
may be all for the best! Even when only one 
cowbird’s egg is laid in a nest and is hatched 
out with three or four young warblers the

T is seldom that the British government 
consents to receive one of its o sub- 
jects in the role of envoy from some for- 
eign power. It, however, made an ex- 
ception in favor of Sir Halliday Macart- 

ney, the ex-surgeon of the Ninety-ninth 
Regiment of Foot of the British army, who 
is now secretary to the Chinese Embassy 


in London, and who has on several occasions 


acted as Charge d’Affaires; and it has now 
made another exception in favor of Harry 
MacLean, formerly a Captain in the British 
army and a member of the British Red River 
expedition, under Lord Wolseley, but now 
Commander-in-Chief of the army of the Sul- 
tan of Morocco, and who has just been offi- 
cially received by King Edward at the court 
of St. James as Assistant Ambassador. 

MacLean lodks every inch a Moor in his 
turban and Moorish robes, but from the mo- 
ment that he opens his mouth to talk Eng- 
lish the fact that he is a Scotchman becomes 
apparent. He has held his posttion of Moor- 
ish Generalissimo for a quarter of a century, 
and is simply idoNzed by his troops, hum- 
bering about 30,000 men, who are never tired 
of relating his feats of courage, of strength, 
and of endurance, and who keenly appreciate 
the fact that they alone of the servants of 
the Moorish Sultan receive, thanks to him, 
their pay with regularity and in full.
